8,000 children were made orphans, and 
800 women confronted with widow- 
hood and starvation. The message 
which is dated December 1, reads: 
"Bitilis appeals on behalf of U.000 
orphans and 600 new willows, 
many of them in distant homos 
where husbands, fathers and brothers 
were killed before th.>ir eyes with 
dreadful atrocities. They now wan- 
der In the streets begging for food and 
clothing. '1 he missionaries entreat ev- 
ery possible influence to be used to get 
means to enable them to care for the 
unfortunate ones Urgency is extreme. 
Will America sustain?"
